1 . Claims 59-61 are allowed.

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Moroki et al. (US Publication no. 2006/0047210) describes a 
portable device for processing electrocardiographs. The portable device contains a 
display for displaying a scrolling electrocardiograph signal. Steps are described by 
Moroki et al. for correcting the electrocardiograph signal in the event noise causes a 
baseline drift unacceptable for signal analysis, para 68-71 . This reference is considered 
relevant to the subject matter of the claimed invention, and a rejection under said

reference has been considered against the pending claims. The publication date of 
Moroki et al. disqualifies it as a prior art reference.
